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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1—10 and 12 - 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Specifically, the amended portion of the independent claims is ambiguous. It is 
unclear if the physical data carrier or a pouch containing the physical data carrier is 
carried on the clothes of a user. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 -6, 10, 12, 14 and 16-22 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,404,580 (Simpson et al.) in view of EP 0 850 188 

(Kraft). 

Simpson et al. teach an apparatus for implementing at least one operational 
setting of an interactive electronic device having a reading means, a processing means 
and a control means as claimed by applicant, the information including at least one 
device setting, carrier identity information, a storage means, selecting of settings and 
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writing means (See Col. 3, line 56 - Col. 4, line 61 , Col. 5, lines 6 - 50, Col. 6, line 48 - 
Col. 7, line 2, Col. 7, lines 20 - 29 and Col. 7, lines 47 - 65). 

Claims 1 - 4 are further rejected along with claim 10 in view of EP 0 865 166 
(Kraft). See page 2, lines 45 - 48, page 3, lines 6-7, page 4, lines 1 - 58 and page 5, 
lines 58 - page 6, lines 1 - 4. With respect to the pouch aspect note that the car kit in 
Kraft is a pouch. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
incorporate the physical data carrier into such a "pouch" as taught by Kraft into the 
Simpson device in order to have a another means of storing or carrying the device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Simpson 
et al. Simpson et al. teach a controlling means for various settings of an electronic 
device and therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use 
such a means in any electronic device that was deemed appropriate. 

Claims 7-9 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Simpson et al. in view of the instant application. 

Simpson et al. teach the claimed device as shown above except for the 
particulars of the tag. However, the instant application teaches that the particulars of 
the tags are old in the art (See pages 12 - 13 of the instant application). It would have 
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been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have incorporated such old tags, as 
described in the instant application, into the Simpson device as such would only entail 
the substitution of one physical carrier data means for another. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 01/24/2005 have been fully considered but are not 
deemed persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971).
